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HtOGRESS REPORT ON RAM- JET AND AERO- PULSE PROJECTS 
September 1, 1944 and September 5, 1944 


A special meeting of the ram- jet team was held Friday, September 1 
with Colonel Keim and Mr. Worth from Wright Field present to consider 
tentative design studies for a 400 -mlle range jet-propelled missile for 
the Air Forces. Mr. Silverstein presented for his group the results of 
_ their preliminary design study and a drawing showing the recommended 
layout of the subject missile. The configuration recommended for this 
range of 400 miles or more, embodied a General Electric 1-16 power unit. 
Apparently Colonel Keim concurred in our recommendations ar.d ashed that 
ve submit ft preliminary analysis report on the subject. 

The regular meeting of the ram- Jet team was held Tuesday, September 5. 
Dr. Lewis was present for the last part of the meeting. Some further 
consideration was given to the German aero-pulse unit and possible test 
of continuous flow raro-Jet units, and to the Army requested missile. 

Mr. Silverstein^ group stated that the report requested by Colonel Keirn 
would be prepared within a week . 

Valves . - Mr. Schey's group exhibited several spring valves that 
had failed by pounding on the seat. Several methods may be employed to 
stop this type of failure, which will be investigated this week. In the 
meantime the tests have already shown promise of developing improved 
valve types. It was agreed that Kr. Silverstein 's group would be ready 
to give a demonstration of their intermittent flow-valve testing setup . 
after the next meeting. 

Combustion . - Drawings of the proposed combustion setup were ex- 
hibited by Mr. Pinkel's group. The testing methods proposed seemed to 
be satisfactory to everyone. Preliminary results will depend largely 
on photographing the combustion processes during single-shot operation 
through a glass window forming one side of the combustion chamber . Some 
progress has already been made toward setting up the equipment ar.d it 
was estimated that work with the setup could start in about two weeks.

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Dr. KAPLAN advised that ARTHUR NORMAN TIFFORD, who 
was employed at the Physical Research Laboratory, NACA, from May 9# 

_1939,_to_ May 20, 191+2. was a gr aduate of CCNY , class of June , 1 938* and 

that in view of the school ties, Dr. KAPLAN suggested that TIFFORD might 
have been contacted by PERL regarding the presence of SOBELL or ROSEN- 
BERG at Hampton, Virginia. Dr. KAPLAN advised that TIFFORD is believed 
to be employed as a professor at Ohio State University, Columbus, Ohio. 

Regarding PERL, Dr. KAPLAN advised that PERL was looked 
upon as a "hot shot" by some of the research men at NACA. Be stated, 
however, that he did not fully concur with this view, particularly after he. 
Dr. KAPLAN, had discovered that PERL during the latter part of 19*+ 3 had 
submitted a scientific paper which Dr. KAPLAN recognized as potentially 
plagaristic since the particular phase of the research as submitted by 
PERL had already been covered by a former associate of Dr. KAPLAN. Dr. 

KAPLAN said that this scientific paper of PERL's was brought to the 
attention of the various supervisors and that there was much discussion 
as to whether PERL had contributed anything beyond that which had already 
been submitted in that particular field. Dr. KAPLAN advised that PERL 
carried a lot of influence with ABE SILVERSTEIN and that if PERL were to have 
recommended anyone, it probably would have been through ABE SILVERSTEIN. 

He pointed out that SAM KATZOFF was not too satisfied with PERL during 
PERL's last year’s stay at NACA, Langley Field.
